First  lady  Hillary  Rodham  Clin- 
ton chaired  the  White  House  task 
force  that  devised  the  health  se- 
curity plan.  The  proposal  calls  for 
employers  to  pay  80  percent  of 
theirworkers' average  health-care 
preminumss  and  workers  would 
pay  the  rest.  Small  businesses 
and  low-wage  workers  would  get 
subsidies  to  help  them  pay  their 
share.  The  plan  would  cost  the 
federal  government  an  extra  $350 
billion  over  five  years,  and  Clinton 
hopes  to  get  most  of  that  money 
from  holding  down  spending  on 
Medicaid  and  Medicare,  boosting 
cigarette  taxes  by  about  80-cents 
a  pack  and  imposing  a  special 
levy  on  corporations  that  set  up 
their  own  health  plans. 
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Mother  Nature  delievered  many 
hard  blows  to  California  the  past 
year.  In  November  wildfires  swept 
through  Southern  California.  The 
26  major  fires  scorched  patches 
from  Ventura  County  to  theMexican 
border.  At  least  three  people  were 
killed.  Nineteen  of  the  fires  were 
believed  to  have  been  arson.  Thou- 
sands of  firefighters  from  around 
the  state  fought  the  blazes  without 
pause  for  days.  And  unpredictable 
winds  whipped  the  flames  from  hill- 
side and  house  to  house. 

Forty  seconds  shook  Los 


Angeles.  At  4:31  on  Monday  mo 
ing,  January  1 7,  an  earthquake  r( 
istering  6.6  on  the  Richter  Sc 
jolted  residents  of  Southern  Calif 
nia  from  their  sleep.  It  was  not  T 
Big  One,  but  it  left  at  least  55  peo 
dead,  brought  down  majorfreewE 
and  destroyed  or  damaged  the 
sands  of  homes.  The  quake  caus 
an  estimated  $30  billion  in  damai 
In  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  4,5 
apartments  and  houses  were  ( 
dared  uninhabitable.  School  c 
tricts  officials  estimated  buildi 
damage  at  $700  million. 


The  1 1  member  crew  of  the  space  shuttle  Endeavor  had 
jne  mission:  repair  the  Hubble  Space  Telescope.  The 
Hubble  lauched  in  1990.  Defects  in  its  relfective  mirrors 
Drevented  sharp  images  of  faint  stars  at  the  edge  of  the 
jniverse.  The  Endeavour  was  launched  on  December  2  and 
phased  the  Hubble  for  820,000  miles  over  two  days  before 
t  was  plucked  from  a  367-mile-high  orbit.  The  fix-it  crew 
abored  in  pairs  through  a  record  five  spacewalks  as  the  $1 .6 
Dillion,  43-foot  telescope  rode  in  the  open  shuttle  carge  bay. 
rhe  $629  million  repair  mission  was  a  success. 


The  Dallas  Cowboys  be- 
came only  the  fifth  team 
ever  to  repeat  as  Super  Bowl 
champions  with  a  30-1 3  vic- 
tory over  the  Buffalo  Bills. 
Super  Bowl  XXVIII  was 
held  at  the  Georgia  Dome 
inAtlantic.  Emmitt  Smith 
of  the  Cowboys  won  the 
MVP  Award. 

The  loss  for  the  Bills  gave 
them  a  record  of  four 
straight  Super  Bowl  Losses. 


A/ancy  Kerrigan,  who  won  a  bronze  medal  for  figure  skating  at  the  1992  Olympics,  was 
9xpected  to  win  the  national  figuring  skating  title  in  Detroit  in  early  January,  but  before  she  had 
a  chance  to  compete,  she  was  bashed  on  the  knee  by  an  unidentified  assailant.  Tonya 
Harding  won  the  title.  Kerrigan  was  allowed  on  the  Olympic  team  despite  her  inability  to 
:ompete.  Nearly  a  month  later,  Hardings's  former  husband,  Jeff  Gilloohy,  pleaded  guilty  in  the 
assault  case.  Harding  has  consistenly  denied  any  role  in  planning  the  attack  on  her 
:ompetitor.  Within  two  weeks  after  the  attack,  Nancy  was  completing  her  most  difficult  jumps. 
Nancy  brought  home  an  Olympic  silver  medal  to  the  United  States. 


/n  September  the  Bosnia  parliament  rejected  an  interna- 
tional peace  plan  for  that  devastated  republic.  The  move, 
postponed  a  settlement  that  would  have  ended  the  1 8-month- 
old  war  that  has  partitioned  the  country  into  three  ethnic  states 
for  Croates,  Muslims,  and  Serbs.  The  United  Nations  has  sent 
a  peace-keeping  force  to  the  former  Yugoslavia  to  help  keep 
peace  among  the  three  waring  factions.  Tens  of  thousands  of 
people  have  been  killed  in  the  conflict  and  more  than  a  million 
have  been  left  homeless. 

Bosnian  President  Alijah  Izetbegovic  says  he  is  disillu- 
sioned about  the  world's  willingness  to  take  action  to  end 
bloodshed  in  his  country.  Bosnia  Serbs  have  been  fighting  for 
their  own  state.  The  fighting  began  after  Muslims  and  Croats 
-  together  about  60  percetns  of  Bosnia  -  voted  earlier  this 

year  to  secede  from  Yugoslavia.  Izetbegovic  heads  a  seven-member  presidency,  made  up  of  two 
Muslims,  two  Croats,  two  Serbs  and  one  representative  of  other  minorities,  such  as  Hungarians 
and  Jews.  167
